There are several who will have 
wheat acreages this year. The 
variety recommended for South 
Texas in Quanah, which is leaf 
and stem rust resistant and has 
a rating of very good on mill­ 
ing qualities. 


USDA scientists of the Agricul­ 
tural 
Research 
Service 
have 
found that the water consumption 
of cattle is in direct proportion to 
the amount of feed the animal 
is getting. If consumption of one 
is curtailed, the 
other 
also is 
limited. A 1,000 pound animal on 
maintenance rations, not gain­ 
ing or losing weight, will con­ 
sume six gallons of water a day 
when air temperature is 70 de­ 
grees and nine gallons at 90 de­ 
grees. A 1,000 pound steer 
or 
heifer gaining the normal pound 
a day on the range requires IO 
gallons of waiel each day 
when 
the air temperature is 70 and 
17 gallons at 90 degrees. 


A service oi the Extension Ser­ 
vice that could be used more ex­ 
tensively is the blueprints that 
are available for free 
distribu­ 
tion. The list includes barns for 
cattle, swine, poultry, and sheep, 
feeders and troughs, and many 
other labor saving devices. 
Many people like to use the fall 
of the year to build things around 
the farm and if this service is 
needed, call on the county agent 
for help.

An underground desert is in the 
making in 
Texas 
which may 
eventually 
swallow such cities 
and towns as Amarillo, Dalhart, 
Plainview, Lubbock 
and 
Mule­ 
shoe. 
These population centers 
are 
located atop a vast formation of 
moisture-Ladcn sands from which 
water is being pumped at a faster 
rate than nature can replenish it. 
The situation was created by na 
ture and aggravated by man. 
These sands of the Ogallala 
formation d e p end partly upon 
rainfall and the water and snow 
sheds of the Colorado and New 
Mexico mountains to 
replenish 
the underground flow. For several 
years, snow in these sister states 
have been insufficient to feed the 
formation at a rate greater than 
water usage. 
The sand strata 
is 
thick 
in 
some places, thin in others. In 
some sections of the Texas Pan­ 
handle, the saturated thickness of 
sand is 50 and 60 per cent less 
than a short six years ago. 
The boom in irrigation on the 
High Plains sparked the increase 
in water consumption. Muncipal 
supplies account for only about 
15 per cent of water withdrawals.

tanks, sm all check 
dams and storage dams in the 
small streams and rivers, coupl­ 
ed with soil conservation work in 
the fields will help save our pre­ 
cious water, and aid in replenish­ 
ing the underground supply.

The topgrowth of grass is much 
like the human stomach. Just as 
the human stomach digests the 
foods we cat, so does the l<‘av<’s 
of grass digest the plant foods 
taken in by the roots. Cut the 
stomach out of the person and 
you destroy the person; cut the 
leaves and stems from the grass 
plant and you destroy the plant. 


This is borne out by the rapid 
changeover from a country once 
covered by a sea of grass to 
e 
present condition of bare rar‘?c-’ 
that are infested with invading 
plants such as mesquite and other 
brush. 


The soil itself is a living thing 
where millions of bactena 
constantly changing raw organic 
matter into humus that 
condi­ 
tions the soil. Other bacteria are 
rapidly changing the humus and 
the minerals such as phosphorus 
calcium, 
potassium, 
iron 
and 
others into a form that can be 
taken into the plant through its 
roots. The 
roots 
take 
in 
the 
minerals, 
nitrogen, 
water 
and

other 
materials and transport 
these materials through the stems 
to the leaves of the plant. Here 
the real digestion of the plant 
is carried on. The leaves take in 
sunshine 
and 
carbon 
dioxide 
from the air and triggers 
the 
digestive processes into opera­ 
tion. These react with the mater­ 
ials taken in by the roots and form 
the proteins, the carbohydrates, 
the fats and all the materials 
needed for more stem and leaf 
development. 


Cut the leaves and stems from 
the plant and we 
destroy 
this 
natural process. Overgraze rang­ 
es and we weaken 
or 
destroy 
grass cover so that invaders of 
poor quality grasses and brush 
take over. 


Proper use and management of 
rangeland is essential if we are 
ever to expect better grasses to 
return. Proper use and manage­ 
ment is essential if we are to 
expect continued profitable graz­ 
ing on ranges that are now im­ 
proving and especially those that 
have been rootplowed and reseed­ 
ed. 


Since the topgrowth (leaves and 
stems) of the plant is the factory 
of that plant, let us not destroy 
this factory completely by graz­ 
ing grasses to the ground. It is 
very important to leave enough 
topgrowth so that the life process 
of the plant can continue to ope­ 
rate. 
A good “rule of thumb” is to 
graze half and leave half. 
By 
leaving half of the topgrowth, the 
plant can continue to manufacture 
its own food and being stronger 
in topgrowth, it will tend to be 
stronger in rootgrowth, sending 
its roots deeper 
into 
the 
soil 
where it can pick up plan food 
and soil moisture that has never 
been used before.

Looking through some old rec­ 
ipes the other day, I ran across 
one that used to be my favorite 
sum mer meal when I was a kid. 
On hot summer days when no 
one felt Like eating a thing, mom 
would cook up a big bowl of 
cherry soup and dumplings in 
the afternoon «— chill it — and 
serve It cold for dinner. 
Just the thought of the de­ 
licious wine red soup and tender 
d u m p l i n g s 
soaked in cher­ 
ry b ro th w as 
enough to tan ­ 
talize my taste 
buds. And since 
my own family 
has a “ sw eet 
tooth” I decid­ 
ed to try out 
cherry soup on 
them — And did it ever make a 
hit! 
Here’s the recipe, copied from 
grandm a’s own file: 
I qt. box fresh sour cherries 
(not pitted) 
I Vt qts. cold w ater 
Vt cup sugar 
Pinch of salt 
Bring to a boil and let boil 
until skins break. Turn flame low 
and add dumplings. 
Dumplings: Beat I egg lightly, 
adding a pinch of salt and butter 
the size of a hickory nut; then 
add I tablespoon milk, 
tea­ 
spoon sugar. Stir in bi teaspoon 
baking powder and enough flour 
to make a soft batter. Drop from 
end of teaspoon into boiling soup 
and cook about 2 minutes. Cool 
in refrigerator — and serve cold. 
C hilled soups, salads, fru it 
juices, cold meats and seafood are 
regular summer meals at our 


house. I’ve learned to add an 
elegant touch by serving cold 
foods surrounded by ice. 
A regular set of glassware 
“icers” comes in handy for chilled 
consomm^ or seafood cocktails 
but I have lots of fun making up 
my own ice servers, too. 
To make an attractive relish 
tray, I line my favorite roll basket 
with heavy aluminum foil. Then 
fill it with finely crushed ice 
and arrange carrot curls, olives, 
celery hearts, green onions, rad­ 
ishes, green pepper rings, cucum­ 
ber slices and small hot peppers 
— paying particular attention to 
color contrasts. 
Ordinary glass baking dishes 
make fine ice servers, too. Fill 
th e d ish w ith 
crushed ice and 
then place glass­ 
es of fruit juice 
in the ice and 
serve on a buf­ 
fet table. 
I was inspired to use a lot of 
ice because of the automatic ice 
server in my new LP-Gas re­ 
frigerator. It’s actually a minia­ 
ture ice making machine built 
right in the freezing com part­ 
ment. We never have to fill ice 
trays or struggle with removing 
cubes at our house. Interesting 
ice circles are always available 
— one at a time or by the bucket­ 
ful. 
My husband and I have always 
been intrigued by the silent op­ 
eration of gas refrigeration and 
when we planned to use LP-Gas 
for heating and cooking we de­ 
cided to hitch up our refrigerator 
to our back yard “gas well” too. 
As a bonus we developed a new 
“yen" for all sorts of iced drinks 
and chilled foods.
